BECKER advised that he and RICHARD M. , HABER, Attorney- 
-at-Law with CRAMER and HABER, Suite 4100, 485 L'Enfant Plaza, 
S. V., Washington, D.C., 20024, met with Attorney PETERSON of 
the Criminal Fraud Section of the U. S. Department of Justice 
. approximately two or three ‘weeks ago in an effort to expedite. 
the decision of the Department of Justice regarding the inves- 
tigation of Congressm@n J. IRVING WHALLEY. BECKER advised “4 
that they wished to expedite the Department's decision because S 
Mr. WHALLEY was a potential candidate for re-elect ion to bye 
Congress. Mr. BECKER advised that since this meeting, Mr. a 
WHALLEY has declared that he will not run for re-election to 
the House of Representatives. BECKER advised that he was 
furnishing the following 5 to the Bureau because 
be has Satisfied himself through he various 
joint checking accounts involving that there has 
been no direct or indirect salary. kickbacks to Congressman 
J. IRVING WHALLEY. f 


BECKER advised that approximately six weeks ago, he 


came to Windber to review the joint checking accounts 
of which is a party. He stated he has looked at b6 
every check, every deposit slip and has concluded that except BIER 


for a minimal figure of approximately $500 to $600 over a 
period of five years, there was no benefit derived by 
Congressman J. IRVING WHALLEY and there was no kickback to 
Congressman WHALLEY of funds flowing through these various 
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accounts. BECKER stated that he does not acknowledge that 

the $500 or $600 is, in fact, a kickback, but stated that 

checks totaling this amount are only questionable in their 

nature. BECKER advised that he restricted his review of 

checking accounts to the five-year Statute of Limitations 

and that all but two of the joint checking accounts BS 
involving ]£fa11 within the Statute of Limitations, Pie 


BECKER advised that when Mr. WHALLEY was elected to 
Congress in 1960, he became dissatisfied in the following six 
or seven years with the work of various district employees, 
BECKER described Congressman WHALLEY as a hard task master, 
He stated in about 1966, on his own initiative, Congressman 
. WHALLEY devised a system to satisfy himself that his employees 
“ee performing work as directed by him. BECKER stated that 
“Congressman WHALLEY designed a check and balance system of 
hie employees' work. BECKER advised that at the beginning of 
each month Congressman WHALLEY would instruct his district 
employees ‘to do various legislative work for him, but had 
no way to determine if the work was performed as directed, y 
He stated that Congressman WHALLEY would have been required 3 
to call all of the various persons that were to be interviewed 
by his district employees to insure that these persons had, in 
fact, been contacted. To circumvent this problem Congressman 
WHALLEY devised a plan to control his employees. BECKER 
advised that there is no expense account for reimbursing 
employees of the various congressmen for expenses incurred by 
the employees. BECKER advised that in 1966, Congressman 
“WHALLEY instituted the following plan: BECKER advised that 
t the end of each month each employee would return to 
from their respective salaries an amount of mone 
e ted by the employee to be the amount the employee would 
spend on business expenses in the following month. As an 
example, Mr. BECKER stated that on January 31 of a particular 
year an employee might give[ e ee anticipating that 
the expenses to be incurred by that employee in February for 
gas, motel and miscellaneous expenses would total $250. At b6 
the end of February, the employee would go to and b7C 
furnish documentation of expenses incurred by him, tha , 
motel receipts, gas receipts, and miscellaneous notes of the 
employee. BECKER stated that ‘would then draw a 
check payable to the employee equaling the amount of expenses 
incurred by the employee, He advised this check would be 
drawn on the joint checki account opened in the name of 
the employee and K fand that these checks would be 
counter-signed by the respective employee, BECKER advised 
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that.. I] would retain this documentation and 
Congressman WHALLEY would review the documentation and 

could therefore corroborate that all work directed by him 
had been performed. He stated that Congressman WHALLEY 
could determine that work was performed by comparing motel 
receipts, toll tickets and gas receipts to verify the 
employee was in the particular area that the required inter- 
view or other task was to be performed, 


BECKER advised that having reviewed all of the 
checks drawn on these various joint checking accounts, he 
has classified ‘them in several types. He stated some checks 
are payable to the various employees and represent 
reimbursement based on data furnished by the employees 
showing out-of-pocket expenses. He stated some checks are 
payable to the employee's landlord, in particular, some 
checks are payable to the Coronet Apartments, and represent 
partial rent of living quarters in which the employee stayed 
in Washington, D.C. BECKER advised that Congressman WHALLEY 
rented an apartment at the Coronet Apartments and paid one- 
half of me rent each month. He advised Congressman WHALLEY 
would allow his employees to share the apartment and in return 
they would pay one-half of the rent. He stated that all of the 
employees knew of this arrangement_and were in agreement with 
the arrangement, He stated that knew about the 
arrangement and that living at the apartment was purely 
‘voluntary on thepart of the respective employee. BECKER 
advised, therefore, that on some occasiomone-half of the 
rent for the apartment at the Coronet Apartments would come 
from the employees! joint checking account. BECKER advised 
that some checks drawn on the joint checking accounts 
represent reimbursement to Congressman WHALLEY for those 
occasions when he paid the full monthly rental at the 
Coronet and was afterward reimbursed by the employee for 
his share of the monthly rent. He stated that in most 
cases these checks are payable to cash and reimburse WHALLEY 
for the use of his funds in making the total monthly rental 
payment. BECKER advised that other checks are payable to 
various third parties. He stated these types of checks are 
payable in some cases to various companies for various bills 
incurred by the employees; in some cases they are payable 
to motels for expenses incurred by the employees, and in 
some cases the checks are used for purchases by the employees. 
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‘BECKER advised that there are two checking accounts 
that are peculiar in nature e stated these are the accounts 
OLDEN ana | land ROBERT D. STEWART and 
BECKER advis that ROBERT STEWART is now 


deceased. He stated that these two accounts have a different 
type of check. 


‘BECKER advised that EVANDER HOLDEN was an employee 
of Congressman WHALLEY from April, 1967, to May, 1968. He 


stated that around Thanksgiving of 1967, Mrs. b 

e stated that 
EVANDER HOLDEN and could not 
perform his routine functions in Washington, D.C., for the 
congressman, He stated that EVANDER HOLDEN did wish to 
remain an employee of the congressman. BECKER advised that 
Congressman WHALLEY needed an employee to replace HOLDEN, and, 
therefore, HOLDEN appointed NORMAN ABRAM aS an agent for him. 
BECKER advised that NORMAN ABRAM is a brother-in-law of 
Congressman WHALLEY. He stated that ABRAM worked for HOLDEN 
and was compensated by HOLDEN, He stated that ABRAM did work 
for Congressman WHALLEY in HOLDEN's absence. BECKER advised 
that as a result of this agent relationship with NORMAN ABRAM, 
there are payments to NORMAN ABRAM from the account of EVANDER 
HOLDEN, He stated these payments appear in the account in 
December, 1967. 


BECKER advised that in the case of ROBERT STEWART, 
STEWART was employed from February, 1968, to November, 1968. 
BECKER adyised that in the checking account of ROBERT STEWART 
and there are a series of checks payable to 
to JOHN ZIANTS and NORMAN ABRAM. BECKER explained that 
during this period of time there was a strenuous presidential 
campaign in swing, and STEWART agreed to compensate ZIANTS 
and ABRAM for certain individual tasks done by them at his 
request. BECKER advised that ABRAM was compensated for 
work done for EVANDER HOLDEN and ZIANTS and ABRAM were 
reimbursed for particular expenses incurre them on 
behalf of ROBERT STEWART from the STEWAR account. 


BECKER advised that in most cases deposits made 
to the various joint checki ccounts were made for the 
respective employees by He stated, however, 
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there are instances when Congressman WHALLEY himself deposited 


money to the accounts. BECKER advised that of the approximate 


$6,000 deposits to the STEWART{ I account, Congressman 

WHALLEY made deposits in the amount of $3,500 of his own money. 

He stated this money was comingled with the employee's money. 

BECKER advised that some of the checks issued on the STEWART- 
account were treated as if taken from WHALLEY's money. 

He stated check #30, 33, 34, 39 and one~half of check #40 

represent a part of the $3,500 deposited by Congressman WHALLEY. „ 

BECKER could offer no reason for the comingling of money in the 5 

STEWART account by Congressman WHA BECKER advised that 

the last check drawn on the STEWA account was issued 

on December 30, 1968, in the amount of $1,262.34, payable to 

Cash. He stated that Congressman WHALLEY received this money. 

He stated that Congressman WHALLEY is, therefore, owed $2,100 

by the account. He stated there is a balance in the account of 

$2,658.33, and that of this sum, Congressman WHALLEY has a 

legal right to $2,103.16, BECKER advised that this account 

is still open because Congressman WHALLEY did not know what to 

do with the funds in the account, 


‘BECKER advised that the other account in which 
Congressman WHALLEY deposited his own money was that of EVANDER 
HOLDEN, BECKER advised that deposits to this account made by 
Congressman WHALLEY were as follows;

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BECKER advised that the deposit of $300 on 
October 31, 1967, was made to cover checks #19 and 20, 
issued on the account. He advised that the deposit of 
February 19, 1968, was made to cover check #114, drawn on 
the account. He advised that the deposit of $200 on 
February 24, 1968, was made to cover check #168, drawn on 
the account. He stated that the deposit of $400 on April 3, 
1968, was also made to partially cover check #168 drawn on 
the account. He advised that the deposit of $1,000 on 
April 15, 1968, was made to cover Checks #3, 33, 34, 35, 36, 
105, 111, 120 and 167, drawn on the account. BECKER noted 
these checks totaled less than $1,000 and that the balance. 
was also deposited to cover partially check #168, drawn on 
the account. BECKER advised these are the only two accounts 


in which Congressman WHALLEY deposited some of his own money. 


He advised to the best of his knowledge the deposits were 
physically made by... I with money furnished to her by 
Congressman WHALLEY, 


BECKER advised that RONALD P. RUBAL was employed 
from January, 1967, to April 15, 1967. He advised when RUBAL 
left the employment of Congressman WHA The last check 
drawn on the joint account of RUBAL and dated 
November 27, 1967, in the amount of $44.35, was made payable 
to cash. BECKER advised that Congressman WHALLEY did not know 
what to do with the money and had several options open to him, 
BECKER advised that Congressman WHALLEY could have put the 
money in another employee's account; that he could have given 
the noney to RUBAL; that he could have taken the money and put 
it in his own funds; that he could have left the money in the 
account, or that he could have written a check closing the 
account, which is the option selected by Congressman WHALLEY. 
BECKER advised that he can unequivocally state that none of 
the funds represe is check went to Congressman WHALLEY. 
He stated that took the funds and put the money 
in a brown envelope with the name and the account number 
listed on the envelope and put the money in a file cabinet. 
BECKER advised that in Congressman WHALLEY'sS mind, these 
funds represented funds of an expense: account; that this 
was expense money, and he simply did not know what to do 
with the funds, BECKER advised he could not state whether 
Congressman WHALLEY ever discussed these funds with the 
individuals employed, with an accountant, or with an attorney, 
‘with regard to whom the funds should be disbursed, as he did 
not know. BECKER advised that this is a similar situation 
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with several of the other joint accounts, that is, that checks 

were drawn payable to cash to close the accounts and the funds 

were placed in envelopes in a file cabinet and have been sitting 

in the envelopes in the file cabinet ever since they were drawn 

from the account. BECKER advised to the best of his knowledge, 
originally the money was bound by a rubber band and a note as

BECKER advised that NORMAN ABRAM was employed as an 
agent for EVANDER HOLDEN from December 1,1967, to May, 1968. 
He stated that during this time HOLDEN paid ABRAM from money 
in HOLDEN's account. He advised that HOLDEN's employment was 
terminated in May, 1968; however, ABRAM continued as an 
employee of Congressman WHALLEY from May, 1968, to May, 1970. 
He stated since EVANDER HOLDEN was no longer receiving a 
salary from Congressman WHALLEY, ABRAM had no source of income, 
BECKER advised that Congressman WHALLEY could have put Mr. 
ABRAM on the payroll, but did not do so because this might 
have proved politically embarrassing to him since Mr. ABRAM 
ds his brother~in~-law. He stated that ABRAM was, therefore, 
paid by Congressman WHALLEY out of Congressman WHALLEY's 
own pocket funds. He stated the funds in the ABRAM account, 
therefore, are deposits of funds paid to ABRAM by Congressman 
WHALLEY. He stated thatCongressman WHALLEY did not know what 
to do with the $588.87 balance in the account, and, therefore, 
the account is still open with this particular balance. 


BECKER advised that there is no joint account of 
DANIEL HELSEL and He advised that HELSEL did b6 
not return money to as in the case of the other b7C 
employees in which there are joint accounts. 
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BECKER furnished checks, deposit slips and statements 
for the following checking accounts;

ith regard to the joint checking account of LEONARD 
HOWARD and BECKER advised as follows: 


Checks #8, 101, 102, 103, 109 and 111, in the amount 
of $120.50, represent one-half of the monthly rental paid by 
HOWARD. BECKER advised check #1 represents one week's rent 
of August 10th. BECKER advised check #2 for $60.25 is for one- 
half of the last two weeks’ rent in August, 1970. Check #3 
was issued for the transport of HOWARD’s furniture to the 
apartment in Washington, D.C, Check #4 is reimbursement of 
HOWARD's expenses for August, 1970. Check #5 represents 
reimbursement for gas and oi] expenses in early September, 
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1970. Check #6 is the same as check #5. Check #7 has no 
explanation. Check #104-108, and check #110 represent 
documented expenses. Check #112 closed the account and this 
and check #111 in their total amount represent the funds 
left in an envelope for LEONARD HOWARD. 


With regard to the checking account of DANEEL Oe — 
— BECKER advised as follows; 


He stated MOCK was employed from March 13, 1969, to 
May 15, 1969. He advised that check #1 is reimbursement for 
documented expenses. Check #2 represents rent for apartment 
416 and equals one~half of the rent for April, 1969. He 
advised that check #3 represents one-quarter of the rent 
reimbursed to WHALLEY for March, 1969. He advised check #104 
represents reimbursement for documented expenses. He advised 
check #105 was issued for long-distance telephone calls charged 
to Congressman WHALLEY's phone by DANIEL MOCK, He advised 
checks #106 and 107 representi:reimbursement for documented 
expenses and check #108 was again for a long-distance telephone 
call charged to Congressman WHALLEY's phone by DANIEL MOCK. 
Check #109 was issued for meals of DANIEL MOCK at the Long 
Worth House Office Building and is documented.

Checks #4 and 5 were never negotiated, 
Check #6, 151, 152 and 153 reimbursed RHOADES for documented 
expenses. Check #154 was for auto parking at United Nations 
Building. Check #155, 156, 157 and 158 are reimbursements 
for documented expenses. Check #159 is for auto parking at 
the United Nations Building. Check #160 is for documented 
expenses, Check #161 has no documentation. Check #162 
closed the account and the funds are contained in an envelope 
identified with RHOADES' name.

BECKER ith regard to the checking account of 
ROBERT STEWART ~ that STEWART was employed from b6 
February 12, 1968, to November 30, 1968. He advised checks b7c 


#1, 2, 8, 9, 15; and 16, 17, 19, 23 and 35 were issued to 
xeimburse STEWART for documented expenses. He advised check 

#3 is for one-half rent from February to June, 1968. He 

stated the monthly rental for these five months was $98.75 

per month. He advised that check #4 was for one month's rent 
and one-half of this check is to be subtracted from the $3,500 
deposited to the account by Congressman WHALLEY .. He advised 
check #5 represents one-half of maid service for the apartment 
in which STEWART resided. Check #6 has no documentation, 

Check #7 is for one-half of the rent for August, 1968. Check 
#10 represents one~half of the rent and check #11 was issued to 
reimburse NORMAN ABRAM for documented expenses incurred by 
ABRAM on STEWART's behalf.
